The Mughal general 
Mir Jumla had successfully attaclced one of his forts. The lcing's only 
hope was Lachit, his brave brother*in-law who was also the 
commander of his army. Though the strain of keeping his country 
together killed Jayadhwaja, Lachit Barphukan led a brilliant and 
brave campaign against the Mughals and saved the honour of his 
king and his country. Lachit's story is chronicled in Assamese texts 
called' Buranjis.
